Oregon voters on May 1 will be deciding if 
they want to shift the tax burden for school 
operations from local property to personal 
and corporate income taxes and a new 
business tax. 
Many states, including Ohio, are faced with 
the problems which arise from reliance on 
property taxes for schools and will be wat­ 
ching the Oregon vote. 
Two primary objections to the widely 
prevalent use of property as a tax base is the 
inequality of school finance resources among 
school districts because of large differences 
in per-pupil property valuations and the 
difficulties of fixed-income homeowners. 
IN TH E LA TTER case the problem really 
is a two-edged sword. Increasing tax rates 
cause tremendous financial problems for 
those on pensions and small incomes, who, in 
turn, are forced to vote against school levies 
producing additional woes for the educational 
system. 
Wide agreement exists in Ohio — and 
elsewhere — on the notion that something 
needs 
to 
be 
done 
to 
grant 
relief 
to 
homeowners. 
The rub comes when you start talking about 
nlf«rnafi\'e form« o f tivntinn Fnr whilo cr»mr> 


people feel there is some magic formula that 
will grant them relief without costing them 
more money somewhere else, there just is no 
such animal. 
So what people mean when they say 
property tax relief is a redistribution of the 
tax load because the money has to come from 
someplace. 
In Oregon’s case, the dispute over the right 
direction in the school tax question began 
right in the legislature where a minority 
group of Democrats and Republicans was 
formed to fight against Gov. Tom McCall’s 
reform program. 


TH E REM O V A L 
of property taxes in 
Oregon would be made up by increases in 
income and business taxes. This would be 
reflected in smaller paychecks and higher 
prices for the taxpayer. 
But Gov. McCall says schools should be 
financed on the ability of the taxpayer to pay 
and his program — using the income tax as its 
foundation — will be more fair to the citizen 
and will result in more equitable school 
districts. 
On May 1 Gov. McCall will find out whether 
his constituents agree with him.

No -Fau lt Wo rks In Delaware 


There is no-fault automobile insurance and 
then there is no-fault automobile insurance, 
and the question confronting legislators in 
many states is which of the numerous plans 
proposed or in effect is best—if any is. 
Basically, no-fault means that people are 
paid directly by their own insurer for their 
losses without waiting to determine who 
caused a collision. 


One point of controversy, however, has 
been the contention of proponents of the 
Keaton-0’Connell type of no-fault, which was 
adopted by Massachusetts, that the concept 
can’t work unless it bars the right to sue 
below 
a 
suitable 
“ threshold.” 
In 
Massachusetts, for example, lawsuits are 
restricted unless hospital or medical costs 
exceed $500. 


Lawyers, on the other hand, argue that a 
threshold isn’t necessary—that effective auto 
insurance reform can provide first-party 
coverage, regardless of fault, without 
abrogating legal rights and still reduce court 
congestion, reduce premiums and effect 
prompt payment of claims. 
They are now citing Delaware’s experience 
as an example. 
Compulsory no-fault insurance went into 


effect in Delaware on Jan. 1,1972, providing a 
$10,000 economic package and no restriction 
on the right to sue. 
According to the state’s insurance com­ 
missioner, 13 months later claims had been 
reduced by 70 per cent and less than a dozen 
suits had been filed by Delawareans. 


LITIG A TIO N O V ER medical costs, wages 
and loss of services has disappeared, he 
reports, except for out-of-state drivers and 
their passengers. There has not been a single 
known incident where the Delaware victims 
were not paid promptly upon presentation of 
their bills and the vehicle was insured as 
required by law. 
In other words, when people are promptly 
and reasonably rmmbursed for losses in 
automobile accidents, they don’t make 
unreasonable claims and file “ nuisance” 
suits. 
At the same time, there has been no in­ 
crease in insurance rate levels in Delaware 
and in some cases decreases.

WASHINGTON - As ev­ 
eryone knows, the best way to 
become a U.S. ambassador is 
to contribute a large sum of 
money to the 
presidential 
election cam­ 
paign — and 
have 
your 
candidate 
win. 
This 
elec­ 
tion

different from 
elections past 
except 
that 
the prices of 
ambassadorships have gone 
up. Luxembourg, for exam­ 
ple, never went for more than 
$50,000. But this year it was 
given to Mrs. Ruth Farkas of 
Alexander’s 
Department 
Store, who made a $300,000 
contribution to President 
Nixon’s campaign. 


C O U N TRIES 
throughout 
the world are very sensitive 
to the prices put on U.S. 
diplomatic posts and 
now 
consider it a matter of pres­ 
tige if they get a U.S. am­ 
bassador who has made an 
enormous contribution to the 
Republican Party. 
It was for this reason that 
the foreign minister of Zemu- 
lulu called on an undersecre­ 
tary of state here the other 
day. 
“ I understand you are 
sending us an ambassador 
who contributed only $50.000 


to President Nixon’s cam­ 
paign. I want you to know my 
government considers this ah 
insult. We deserve at least a 
$100,000 contributor.” 
TH E 
undersecretary re­ 
plied, “ Money isn’t every­ 
thing, Mr. Foreign Minister. 
The man we are sending you 
has 
excellent 
business 
qualifications and strong con­ 
nections in the White House. 
He is held in high esteem by 
the President 
despite 
his 
paltry contribution.” 
“ That is all well and good. 
Mr. Secretary, but I have it 
on highest authority that you 
are appointing an ambassa­ 
dor to Tonkiaash who con­ 
tributed $100,000. Why has the 
price on our American am­ 
bassador been so deflated'’ ” 
“ Z EM U LU LU IS IN 
the 
malaria belt, and the climate 
is hot and sticky, Mr. Foreign 
Minister. We tried to get you 
a $100,000 contributor Dut no­ 
body wanted to go to your 
country. We were very fortu­ 
nate to find you a $50,000 
donor who didn’t know where 
Zemululu was. We were so 
desperate we were consider­ 
ing sending you a profes­ 
sional diplomat.” 
“ We would have refused 
him,” the foreign minister 
said. “ My government still 
does not understand how you 
can send a $300,000 donor to 
Luxembourg and a $50,000 
one to us. Our country is five 
times the size of Luxem­ 
bourg.” 
“ YOU M UST understand. 


Mr. Foreign Minister, that 
size has nothing to do with our 
ambassadorial assignments. 
It is a question of geography. 
The big donors are partial to 
Europe and the Caribbean. 
When you give the kind of 
money they do, you can’t ex­ 
pect them to take a hardship 
post.” 
“ W'e still consider a $50.000 
contributor unacceptable to 
us, particularly when the dol­ 
lar has been devalued twice. 
We insist you find someone 
who gave at least $75,000 to 
President Nixon’s victory.” 
“ M r. Foreign Minister, 
may I tell you something in 
utmost confidence?” 
the 
undersecretary said. 


“ OF C O U RSE,” 
replied 
the foreign minister. 
“ It is true that the am ­ 
bassador we are sending you 
contributed only $50,000 pub­ 
licly to President 
Nixon’s 
campaign. But what nobody 
knows is that he also gave an­ 
other $150,000 in cash under 
the table. We cannot publicize 
this secret donation, but you, 
in fact, are getting a $200,000 
American ambassador." 


“ HOW DO I KNOW you’re 
not making this up?” the for­ 
eign m inister ashed sus­ 
piciously. 
“ The case is in Maurice 
Stans’ safe at the Committee 
for the Re-Election of the 
President. You can go there 
and look at it yourself.”

man almost blinded 
THIS ACTION 
filed here 
by a contractor and the non­ 
union (open shop) Associated 
Builders and Contractors, 
Inc., is unique, indeed. 
The U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce is in the action 
with the other two plaintiffs. 
Thus the C-of-C, speaking for 
5 million business firms, has 
thrown 
its heavy 
national 
weight and influence into this 
fight. 
They 
charge 
that 
building and construction 
unions 
in 
the 
greater 
Philadelphia area, which 
means parts of New Jersey 
and sections reaching into 
Pennsylvania counties west 
of here, have harassed non­ 
union contractors for years. 
And that the time has come 
to stop And that the unions 
are in 
restraint of 
trade, 
trying to monopolize the huge 


industry and thus 
affect 
prices and business. 
F U RTH E R. 
the 
three 
plaintiffs jointly argue that 
the alleged monopoly is in 
favor 
of 
unionized 
con­ 
tractors; 
I hat 
there 
is 
a 
conspiracy on the part of the 
unions, certain businesses 
and lending institutions to 
prevent 
non-union 
con­ 
tractors from doing business 
in the region; and that sup­ 
pliers and money credit 
sources 
have 
been 
in­ 
timidated in an effort to drive 
the non-union companies out 
of business by depriving them 
of customers. 
There have been riots. 
There 
has 
been 
cruel 
violence. That’s the record at 
least since January 1964. It 
has 
been 
probed 
by

crusading 
specialist, 
Mike 
Sloane of the Justice Dept.’s 
Management and Labor unit. 
There reportedly is con­ 
tinuing violence. Sloane and

“ The primary objective of 
the conduct and acts of the 
defendants is to restrain 
competition in the offering of 
construction services and the 
purchasing of such services 
by construction users ... 
(and) 
to 
eliminate

struction industry in 
the 
Greater Philadelphia area by 
eliminating open-shop 
con­ 
tractors 
from

THIS IS TO say that the 
plaintiffs 
mean 
that 
the 
unions want to gain control of 
the construction industry in 
the area “ for themselves and 
the union contractors by the 
creation

unlawful 
monopoly.” 
So the three plaintiffs have 
brought this action as a civil 
suit under the Clayton and 
Sherman anti-trust laws. 
The U. S. Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
and 
its 
joint 
plaintiffs want the court to 
grant 
them 
relief 
from 
harassment, from what they 
charge is monopoly — and, in 
effect, for the first time, to 
put unions under the anti­ 
trust laws. 
This would set a national 
precedent. It would, if sup­ 
ported by the courts, end 
labor's immunity from anti­ 
trust and anti-monopoly laws. 
This case is a sleeper. Watch 
it.

est little $7.5 million program 
to aid in providing library 
facilities in communities of 
less than 10,000 population.

One trouble with happy 
ideas is that in Congress they 
get to be hilarious ideas. In 
1964, the program was ex­ 
tended to all public libraries 
under the Library Services 
and Construction Act. The

About $54 million now is 
allocated for aid to public li­ 
braries.

And 
what is wrong with replacing 
the 5 per cent through local 
appropriations or local fund 
drives? Must we walk forever 
on Federal crutches? 
Under Nixon’s proposed 
Better Schools Act, intended 
to replace categorical grants 
with broad revenue-sharing, 
school libraries will 
have 
available the same potential 
aid they have enjoyed in 
recent years. They will have 
to compete for the money be­ 
fore local governing bodies, 
but so what? They won’t get 
“ smothered.” 
Up the lights, you librari­ 
ans! You can live without Big 
Daddy, if you try.

Notice to Consumers with Respect to Claims 
in Connection with 
Quinine, Quinidine and Other Cinchona Products 


An individual plaintiff has com­ 
menced an action and the Executrix of his 
estate has been designated as representative 
of a class consisting of the following: 
All u sers o f q u in in e, q u in id in e 
, o th er cin ­ 
ch o n a p ro d u cts, o r a n y o th er rela ted p ro d u ct 
o r su b sta n ce, fo r med icin a l p u rp o ses in th e 
Un ited S ta tes o r th e Co mmo n wea lth o f 
Pu erto Rico . 
This action seeks damages resulting from 
alleged violations by the defendants of cer­ 
tain provisions of the antitrust laws. It is 
alleged in substance that during the period 
1958-1966 the defendants conspired to re­ 
strain trade and commerce in the manufac­ 
ture and sale of quinine, quinidine and other 
cinchona products. It is further alleged that 
as a result of this conspiracy purchasers of 
such products have been compelled to pay 
higher prices than they otherwise would 
have paid. 
The defendants have denied the allega­ 
tions and have denied liability. 
On April 2, 1973, certain of the defend­ 
ants, 
while denying liability, entered into 
a Stipulation of Settlement with the plaintiff 
class 'representative, a copy of which is 
available for inspection at the Office of the 
Clerk of the Court, referred to below. Under 
that Stipulation of Settlement S725,000 plus 
the income earned thereon, less expenses of 
the settlement and such amount as the Court 
might allow in payment to plaintiff's at­ 
torneys for their fees and expenses, would 
be paid to members of the class hereinabove 
described in settlement of their claims 
against the settling defendants. The de­ 
fendants have the right to withdraw from 
the proposed settlement on certain terms 
and conditions as set forth in the Stipulation 
of Settlement. In the event the defendants 
exercise this option to withdraw, plaintiff's 
attorneys will have the right to petition the 
Court for an award from the settlement 
fund of their fees and expenses to that date. 
The class hereinabove described has been 
established by this Court for the purpose of 
administering the Stipulation of Settlement. 


Now, therefore, take notice: 
(1) You will be excluded from the class by 
this Court if you request such exclusion in

(3) If you do not request exclusion from 
the class but prefer in connection with your 
individual claim to be represented by your 
own counsel rather than by counsel to the 
class representative, you may enter an ap­ 
pearance through your counsel but not later 
than May 24, 1973; 
(4) If you do not request exclusion from 
the class, vou must mail to John J. Harding, 
Clerk of the United States District Court for 
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, P. O.

statement indicating that you intend to file 


a claim and setting forth your name and full 
address. If you do not mail such a statement 
postmarked not later than June 8, 1973, that 
will constitute an authorization that money 
paid in settlement but not allocated to in 
dividual claims may be utilized for the pub 
lie benefit in such manner as the Court may 
direct; 
(5) A hearing will be held before the 
Court, beginning on June 20, 1973, at 4:00 
o'clock in the afternoon in Room 4 of the 
United States Court House, Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania. The purpose of the hearing 
is to determine whether the proposed settle 
ment should be approved by the Court un­ 
der Rule 23(e) of the Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedure. If the settlement is approved and 
becomes effective in accordance with the 
terms of the Stipulation of Settlement, this 
action will be dismissed on the merits as 
against the settling defendants with preju­ 
dice; 
(6) A hearing shall be held before the 
Court in Courtroom No. 4 in the United 
States Court House, Philadelphia, Pennsyl­ 
vania on June 20, 1973, at 4:00 p.m. for the 
purpose of determining whether the Stipula­ 
tion of Settlement, dated April 2, 1973, be­ 
tween plaintiffs and certain of the defen­ 
dants is fair, reasonable and adequate and 
should be approved;

(8) No member of the class shall be en­ 
titled in any way to contest the approval of 
the terms and conditions of the Stipulation 
of Settlement, or, if approved, the judgment 
to be entered thereon, unless he has served 
and filed written objections in accordance 
with paragraph 7 above, and any member of 
the class who fails to object in the manner 
prescribed shall be deemed to have waived, 
and shall be foreclosed forever from raising 
any objections except by leave of court for 
good cause shown; and 
(9) If the proposed settlement of this ac­ 
tion is approved, it is contemplated that 
thereafter each class member who has filed 
a timely notice of intention to file a claim 
will be given an-opportunity to file a claim 
and will thereafter be given an opportunity 
to be heard as to the allowance or disallow­ 
ance of its claim and as to the portion of the 
settlement fund, if any, to be allocated to

By JAY SHARBUTT 
A P Telev ision Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) - We 
suggest y ou make certain the 
kids aren’t with y ou tonight if 
y ou watch “ The Lie” on CBS. 
And

adultery offends y ou, skip 
“ The Lie” and find another 
channel* 
This should be ample warn­ 
ing to v iewers who might 
otherwise be caught unaware 
by this powerfully adult, 
original drama written by 
Ingmar 
Bergman. 
the 
Swedish film director and 
writer. 
For those unfamiliar with 
Bergman, he may best be de­ 
scribed as a brooding man 
who makes generally gloomy 
mov ies that cauSfe critics to 
leap 
about 
cry ing, 
“ How 
profound!” 
Well, critics hav e their own 
thing going. But they ’d be 
right in the case of this 97- 
minute morality play , the 
first Bergman telev ision 
effort ev er telecast on an 
American network. 
It concerns the outwardly 
firm, inwardly collapsing 
marriage of a 
successful 
American architect and his 
wife, a professor of romance 
languages. He’s 40; she’s 34; 
they 'v e been married 11 
y ears, hav e two kids and 
definitely are in the upper tax 
bracket. 
But they currently sleep in 
separate bedrooms, and y ou 
can bet y our bippy this means 
trouble. How much trouble 
we don’t really see until about 


30 minutes into the show. 
“ The Lie’’ starts off slowly , 
chronicling the setbacks of 
the architect, play ed by 
George Segal, at work and 
the personal trav ail of his 
wife, Shirley Knight Hopkins. 
It comes dangerously close 
to soap opera but prov es 
logical and necessary to 
outline the pressures against 
the couple and to set the 
scenes to come. 
At this point, CBS wisely 
checks in with a warning that 
the play “ deals with a mature 
subject in a mature manner.” 
Whereupon we learn that 
she has been hav ing an affair 
for the past eight y ears with 
an old boy friend, play ed by 
Robert Culp, and that she 
comes aliv e only while in his 
arms. 
And into his arms and bed 
she goes in a scene in which 
there is no frontal nudity , 
only a bare back on her part 
and a bare chest on his. The 
scene isn’t a gratuitous 
shocker, but a v alid, integral 
part of the play . 
Later, 
she 
angrily 
con­ 
fesses her affair; he gets 
outraged and proceeds to 
beat the day lights out of her. 
The realism in this scene, 
which comes at the end. 
definitely is not for any one 
with a weak stomach. 
But it’s a brilliant show’, 
with ex cellent production and 
fine acting throughout. When 
it ends, y ou’ll probably feel as 
if y ou’v e undergone one of the 
most strenuous emotional ex ­ 
periences of y our life.

I ’ve been fishing Cold Run 
(Salem Reservoir) for about 
seven or eight years now, and 
have witnessed changes in 
the lake during these years 
that are greatly influencing 
today’s fishing. 
One of the major changes 
has been in weed growth. 
Certain kinds are desirable 
and necessary for good fish 
production. Most of those 
weeds 
have 
long 
since 
disappeared. 
An undesirable type now 
fluorishes. and 
has 
taken 
over the fishing water near 
shorelines. This weed mats 
just under or on the surface 
and closes off pockets. The 
weed is so thick that larger 
fish won’t or can’t penetrate 
inside them for cover or to 
seek food. 
I MYSELF 
have taken 
very few fish around this type 
weed. 
The long stemmed 
weed that once dominated the 
lake could always be counted 
on to yield some fine fish 
within the many pockets, or 
around the outside edges near 
deep water. What happened 
to them, no one seems to 
know. There are a few left, 
and I can always take a few 
fish around them. 
In the last three to four 
years fishing pressure has 
doubled. Many fish have been 
caught. A great many were 
lunkers. 
Unfortunately I 
believe a greater number of 
smaller * gamefish 
were 
caught 
and 
kept. 
This 
combined w ith both large and 
small fish disappearing, has 
cut 
down 
the 
gamefish 
population.

Fish that go out of that lake 
should be checked for legal 
size, especially the bass 
which is or was the primary 
gamefish in that lake. 
After checking the lake 
bottom over very thoroughly 
with 
my 
electronic 
fish 
locator the last couple of 
years. 1 discovered that lake 
is actually 
quite 
free of 
bottom obstructions. There 
are a few stump areas near 
shore, but nothing in deep 
water. 
FISH SHELTERS in deep 
water 
would 
aid 
fish 
production and enhance fish 
yield 
by 
angling. 
Con­ 
structing some artificial 
shelters in the lake would not 
be that difficult, and would 
not do anything adverse to 
the quality of the water. 
Creating and placing these 
shelters in the lake would be a 
project I would be willing to 
donate my time and energy 
on. I think it would greatly 
benefit 
the 
lake and 
the 
angler. 
Cold Run has been and still 
is my favorite small lake to 
fish. It is perhaps one of the 
best lakes I ’ve found where a 
real lunker fish can strike at 
anytime. I lor one would like 
to keep it that way.

NEW YORK < AP) - Henry 
A. Kissinger has accused the 
North Vietnamese of system­ 
atically violating important 
clauses of the Vietnam cease­ 
fire agreement, including

troops from Cambodia and 
Laos. 
“We have been very dis­ 
appointed with the com­ 
pliance by the North Viet­ 
namese,” President Nixon's 
foreign policy adviser told the

Monday. 
“The profound problem we 
face as a nation today is 
whether we should sign an 
agreement and. when it is 
totally violated, act as if the 
signature ... should simply be 
treated as irrevelant,” he 
said. 
Kissinger discussed East- 
West relations. Southeast 
Asia and the Watergate case 
during a question and answer 
session following a

policy address on plans by the 
United States to forge a new 
Atlantic charter with its 
European allies. 
On the American govern­ 
ment's dissatisfaction with 
North Vietnam, Kissinger 
said the Communists also 
have failed to abide by an

Sun Finally 
Shines Over 
Flood Areas 


Generally 
fair 
skies 
prevailed today over the 
flood-stricken 
Mississippi. 
Missouri and Ohio river 
valleys as the accumulation 
of four days of heavy rain in 
the 
nation's 
midsection 
pressed downstream toward 
record crests. 
As 
the rains subsided 
Monday night, tornadoes 
skipped over Texas and 
western Oklahoma, but there 
were no reports of injuries. 
Severe thunderstorms hit 
parts of Oklahoma and north 
Texas. 
Scattered light showers 
dampened wide areas from 
the central and northern 
Rockies into the central and 
northern Plains and along the 
western Gulf coast and from 
the southern Appalachians to 
New England. 
National Guard troops and 
volunteers kept up sand­ 
bagging operations along the 
Mississippi 
River 
from 
Illinois and Iowa to Louisiana 
as a new crest rolled down­ 
stream 
following 
the 
tor­ 
rential 
Easter 
weekend 
downpours. 
The crest is expected to set 
records as it touches Quincy, 
111., on Wednesday and St. 
Louis on Thursday. 
In Arkansas, heavy rains 
worsened flood conditions 
Monday 
night 
on 
many 
smaller streams, and a flash- 
flood warning was in effect 
for the southern part of the 
state today. An 8 -year-old 
child drowned while wading 
in a drainage ditch. 
Mud slides in Arkansas and 
heavy rains in Mississippi 
closed many roads, including 
a section of US. 51 north of 
Coldwater, 
Miss. 
Northern 
Mississippi also was under a 
flashflood watch for much of 
the night. The Mississippi 
was expected to crest at 
Vicksburg. Miss., about May 
7. 
In Louisiana. 800 to 900 Na­ 
tional Guardsmen w’ere re­ 
enforcing 
the 
flood 
walls 
around Morgan City. More 
than 800 persons have fled 
their homes in the area, of­ 
ficials said. 


Some Louisiana residents 
complained about sightseers 
motorboating across their 
flooded fields, fearing that 
wakes might shift the founda­ 
tions of their homes. The US. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
also was critical of motorboat 
enthusiasts whose wakes 
w ere pounding against water- 
soaked levees. 


In northern Illinois, where 
the Rock River flooded a wide 
area over the weekend, Civil 
Defense officials estimated 
that the flood damage in 
Winnebago County probably 
would exceed $10 million. The 
National Guard remained on 
duty to prevent looting. 


And in Zuni, NM, tribal 
officials watched for possible 
flash flooding near the Zuni 
pueblo after a stockmen’s 
dam burst about 30 miles 
above the settlement.

Dear Dr. I .a rub — I read in 
one of your articles that we 
retain vitamins A and I). Why 
is it then that all calcium 
tablets are so full of vitamin 
I)? I have an awful time 
frying to drink one quart of 
milk a day to gei my calcium 
and would like to take a 
calcium , su p p le m e n t 
but 
hesitate to do so because of 
the vitamin I) content. 
Dear Header — We retain 
vitamins A and I) because 
they are fat-soluble and tend 
to be stored in the fats in the 
body. I agree with you IOO per 
cent about the problem of 
v itamin A in so many of the* 
calcium 
supplements. 
You 
can 
get 
pu re 
calcium , 
however, in 
prescription 
form from your doctor. It’s 
(rue that wherever you turn 
these days there seems to be 
vitamin A and vitamin I) in 
everything. You c a n ’t even 
buy a natural food item in the 
s u p e r m a r k e ts that hasn't 
been lortified with A and I) 
and possibly iron. It is almost 
impossible to get wholesome 
natural food that hasn t been 
pepped 
up 
with 
excess 
vitamins. Rather than those 
u ho need vitamins because of 
specific 
medical 
problems 
going to the drug store to get 
them, we all get drug store 
products forced on us at the 
grocery store 
whether we 
need them or not. 
Both vitamin A and D can 
cause harm and I'm pleased 
to note that the Food and 
D rug Administration has 
recently commented on this 
and suggested a cutback in 
the amount of vitamin A and 
I) in vitamin preparations. 
It seems to me a much 
wiser course would be to cut 


out all of the excess fortifying 
of foods with extra vitamins 
and let them exist in their 
normal, natural state. 
A CASE in point is break­ 
fast food. Many of the break­ 
fast 
foods contain 
excess 
vitam ins 
because 
of 
legislative enthusiasm on the 
part of our congressmen, who 
I hope know more about the 
functions of the government 
than they appear to know 
about the human body or 
medicine. I refer to the in­ 
sistence that natural wheat 
and cereal products should 
contain vitamins in excess of 
the natural food that they are 
originally p re p a re d from. 
There is no reason for natural 
wheat products that have not 
had the husks or vitamins and 
minerals removed in 
food 
processing to have any ad­ 
ditional vitamins added. I 
would 
say 
again, 
as 
a 
physician. I am strongly in 
favor of people who need 
them, 
getting 
additional 
vitam ins 
from 
vitamin 
tablets or the drug store and 
letting the rest of us eat our 
natural foods without sticking 
all these things in them that 
nature didn’t put there in the 
first place. 
.MIGHT I suggest one way 
you can get around your 
quart of milk a day problem 
would* be 
to 
use 
canned 
salmon (eat the bone as well. 
that will help with providing 
calcium ) 
and 
use 
very 
generous 
amounts 
of 
dry 
skim milk powder in food 
preparation. 
For 
example, 
when you make a pan gravy 
add appreciably more skim 
milk powder than you might 
need for just reconstituted 
milk. The addition of the

extra powder will give you 
more protein in your diet and 
more calcium in your diet. 
You can do the sam e thing in 
making reconstituted milk 
for any home cooking project 
whether it’s a sauce, bread, a 
cake, cookies, or anything 
that requires milk. Of course, 
you may find that the for­ 
tified skim milk product 
available to you is also for­ 
tified with vitamin D.
